VALLEY COMPANY'S ACTION.

Askis for Permission to Abandon Part of
= Its Ronte,

The Talley Passenger Rallway com-
pany of this clty yesterday filed pa-
pers, In the state department at Harrls-
burg stating that*it will abandon por-
tions of Its road extending through ten
boroughs and three townships In the
Vicinity of this city.

A recent court deciglon In this state
Iaid down the doetrine that an electrie
car company which applies for a chart-
er for a road over o glven route must
obtain franchises for the same and
complete Itg road over tha entlre route
that 1t Is propoged to travel within
two years from the tiime of the grant-
Ing of the franchises. In the eyvent of
fallure to ubtain franchises or complete
the road within the time specified Iis
rlghts are forfelted.

The Valley Passenger Rallway com-
pany wasg chartered to bulld a road
from  Avoen to Olyphant passing
through Scranton en route, Only & por-
tlon of the road lylng within the city
Hmits was bullt, and franchises were
not obtalned for the whole route,

Soon after the franchises were ge-
cured from the counclls of this clty
the rights of the Valley company be-
came vested In the Seranton Traction
company through a ling term lease,

After the declston of the court ahove
referred to the officers of the Valley
company had gome of the borough and
townships from which franchises were
obtiained, revoke the privileges granted.
This action has been relnforced by the
applleation to the state department for
permission to abandon part of the route
mentioned in the company's charter,

As the case stands at pregent there
are many who helleve that the city has
the right to declared forfeited the fran-
chiges granted to the Valley company.
whether ar not this view of the case
I8 correct could probably only be ascer-
tulned by a decision of the courts,
